These sources said the 
statement has not yet been 
written but that it is ex- 
pected to be far more spe- 
cific than (presidential state- 
ments of April 30 and May

Soon after he issues his 
white paper in Washington, 
it is expected that the Presi- 
dent will fly to the Western 
White House in San Cle- 
mente. Some administration 
officals said it i£ possible 
he will stop en route for 
speeches before friendly au- 
diences in an effort to show 
that the administration has 
not been mortally wounded 
by Watergate.
